Diaz Peace One of Force. _ 

I have never been an admirer of 
Porfirio Diaz. He was simply a tyrant. 
The peace that he maintained for 
thirty years was secured by wholesale 
executions, ordered without due proc- 
ss of law and by violations of the 
iherties of the individual. 

During his thirty years of rule he 
eused the death, by secret and under- 
handed ways, of more people, perhaps, 
than have fallen in all the battles of 
revolution. 

Moreover, although with his dicta- 
torial powers he could have given a 
great impetus to public education in 
his illiterate country, he preferrea to 
keep the people ignorant. 

Politically and spiritually, the long 
reign of Porfirio Diaz was a_misfor- 
tune for Mexico, but we must admit, 
in all justice, that, so far as material 
progress goes, Mexico never had an- 
other ruler that could compare wit@ 
this man. 

Every conspicuously modern thing 
that Mexico has today she owes to Gen. 
Diaz. The great buildings in the cities. 
public sanitation, the railways, harbor 
improvements, school! buildings for the 
biter classes—ail these date from the 
ime of Don Porfirio. One is amazed to 
me the amount of building done or half 
ompleted during the time of this 
Wrant. He kept the spirit of his peo 
pe in fetters, but he succeeded in giv- 
ng the country the outward appear- 
ce of a nation.

Killed Himself, She Says, 
but Body Vanishes. 


The usual calm that pérvades the 
Brighton Park police districis ruffled 
by a mystery. Not since the Mystery

Morsette, who was 33 years old, lived 
at Fifteenth and Heath streets. His 
wife died a few months ago. According 
to the Stenge woman’s statement to 
Capt. Costello, Morsette became infat- 
uated with her soon after he lost his 
wife. She did not return his affection.

Mrs, Stenge 
came to the saloon and knocked for ad- 
mittance. Cusack refused to open up. 

“Joe’s in the canal,” she shouted. 
“He jumped off the Kedzie avenue 
bridge.”’ 

Cusack and three or four others hur- 
ried to the bridge and searched the vi- 
cinity. Morsette’s coat and hat, which 
he was said to have divested when he 


' leaped, were not found. This fact is 


looked upon as suspicious by Capt. Cos- 
tello.

I recently have had several communi- 
cations from persons who advocate the 


I have received ig the statement that 
some persons cannot learn, lip reading 
and others learn it with difficulty. 

There is some ground for this criticism. 
Laura A. Davies gives seventeen hints 
for the lip reader's friends in a recent 
number of the Volta Review: . 


1. Always face the light. ! 

2. Speak deliberately and naturally. Do 
not mouth nor exaggerate words. ‘ 

8. Enunciate clearly and distinctly, but 
Speak softly. 

4. Speak smoothly and connectedly, 
not in a jerky or word-by-word way. 

5. Make your pauses at natura! places 
in the sentence. 

6. Change the thought into other words 
if not understood readily. . 

7. Don’t say one word over and over. 
Change it. Use a synonym or phrase. 

8. With proper nouns use explanatory 
phrases. 

9. Use words of plain lip movement in 
place of obscure ones. 

10. Long. words are usually easier to 
see than short ones. 

11. Connect the unknown thought with 
the known. Give a clew to work from. 
12. Do not insist on word-for-word ac- 
curacy. | 
13. Hold the head up, so the tongue 
movements are plainly visible. 
14. Don’t gesticulate or the lip reader's 
eyes will follow the hands and not the 
lips. | 
15. Talk directly and simply. 
16. Be patient 
17. Give your lip reading friend a half 
‘hour's practice some time. It will be ap- 
preciated more than you know.

It is an accepted fact that certain 
mem of the pike tribe shed their 
teeth. With the muskellunge in 
northern Wisconsin and Minnesota 
this occurs usually in midsummer, dur- 
ing the dog days. Shedding teeth is 
often given as a reason for the poor 
muskie fishing In late July and August. 
The gums swell, the mouth becomes 
tender and the fish show little spirit 
until the new crop of lunch grinders 
push out the old ones.
